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The Almshouse continues in the care of Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
M. Gowing, as Master and Matron. They have been faithful in 
the discharge of their duties, as good order, neatness, and econ- 
omy testify, and we think the town will have cause for regret 
when their services can no longer be retained. The number of 
inmates at the commencement of the year was four, and at the 
close five; two have been admitted during the year, and 
one has died. The cash payments for the year above re- 
ceipts were $96229,. The average number of inmates gives 
9462 weeks for one person, making the cost $3.90 per week for 
each inmate, against $3.69 last year. The amount expended the 
past year for support of poor out of the Almshouse, not includ- 
ing the insane, was $539,875 against $1,0334¢ last year. In- 
cluded in this amount ($539,82,) are charges to other towns for 
the support of their paupers living in Walpole, amounting to 
$63.25, which has been, or will be, paid into the town treasury. 
The cost of support of insane has been $1103,95. The number of 
insane dependents has been eight; seven are now in the hospitals.

WLEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF 
THE WALPOLE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The Trustees of the Public Library respectfully submit their 
Eleventh Annual Report for the year ending December 31, 1886. 
The past year of our Library has been marked by no great change 
in its working worthy of note. 

The present condition of the Library, as well as its work for the 
year, may be briefly stated, as follows : — 


The following statistics, furnished by the librarian, show 
the number of volumes now in the Library for circulation to be 
3,638. Pamphlets, 70. United States and Massachusetts Official 
Documents, 687. Books of Reference, 78. 

The number of books added the past year, 123, of which 51 were 
fiction, and 72 volumes were solid literature. 

The number of magazines taken, 14; same as last year. 

The number of yolumes issued during the year was 18,707. 


The percentage of fiction issued ° 2 ; . : 68

The average daily circulation was about 74. 

The number of new applicants for books during the year was 
113,— an increase over former years, — and the whole number of 
persons that borrowed books from the Library was 700. 

The contract that was made with the proprietors of the East 
Walpole Library at the time this Library was established, which 
was to transfer books to East Walpole once a week for ten (10) 
years, in compensation for their Library, terminated August 1. 
1886, and since that date it has been done by a private individual. 

Our grateful acknowledgments are due to the following persons, 
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from whom donations of books have been received during the 
year : —

Also to the editors of the ‘‘ Walpole Star,” ‘‘ Norwood Adver- 
tiser and Review,” and ‘*‘ Dedham Transcript,” and all others who 
have kindly remembered the Library in this direction. 

The general work of the Library remains substantially the 
same from year to year, and we have little to add to this brief 
record of its growth and use. 

For the cost of maintaining the Library we most respectfully 
refer you to the Treasurer’s report. 

The Trustees would recommend that the sum of six hundred 
dollars be appropriated by the town to the use of the Public 
Library for the year ensuing.

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IN MEMORIAM. 


Since the report of the Chairman of the Trustees of the Public 
Library has been accepted, the Trustees feel that they have met 
with a great loss in the death of Dr. S. E. Stone. 

When it was first voted by the town, in March, 1876, to estab- 
lish a Public Library, Dr. Stone was chosen as one of its Trustees, 
a position he has filled ever since, acting as Secretary to the Board 
for nine years of the time. Always regular in his attendance at 
the meetings, unless detained by his profession, he manifested an 
unvarying interest in all things connected with the Library. 

~ The maxim that ‘‘a public office is a public trust” was no mere 
theory with Dr. Stone, but the faith on which his life as a town 
officer was founded, and from which he never swerved, often carry 

ing out measures which he believed to be for the best interest of 
the town, at great personal self-sacrifice, and at the risk of losing 
friends and position. Fully realizing the tendency of the times 
towards extravagance and carelessness in regard to public trusts, 
he took even greater care in the management of the town’s 
money, than he did in his own; always strongly opposing the ex- 
ceeding of appropriations, and insisting upon economy where it 
could be practised without disadvantage, he yet invariably urged 
extra expenditure for the advancement of any good object, and 
never hesitated to use his own money, when the interests of the 
Library could be advanced by so doing. 

His deep interest in all educational matters, together with his 
knowledge of what was of real value in all departments of litera- 
ture, and his clear judgment in separating the good from the bad, 
made him a most valuable adviser and co-worker. Firm in his own 
convictions, yet he was always glad to listen to the opinions of others, 
and to give them due weight; and those who have been associated 
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with him longest will testify to his never-failing courtesy and just 
deference, although always fearlessly expressing himself upon 
any subject he had considered ; and no one was ever more glad to 
give generous praise, encouragement, and credit to others, for any 
good work or conscientious endeavor. 

We feel that we have met with a loss which can never be made 
good, and that aman has gone from us whose intelligent opinion 
upon every subject was a constant support to those associated 
with him, and that the town has lost a rare and most valuable pub- 
lic servant. 

The memory of a life so full of wisdom, strength, and devotion 
to duty, must serve as a constant incentive to us who are left, to 
live truer, nobler lives in whatever sphere we may be placed.

GREETING. 

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you 
are directed to notify the inhabitants of the town of Walpole, 
qualified to vote in elections and in town affairs, to meet at 
the Town Hall, in said Walpole, on Monday, the-seventh day 
of March next, at half-past twelve o’clock in the afternoon, 
then and there to act on the following articles : — 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Moderator to preside in said 
meeting.

‘To determine the methods of repairing the 
highways, town-ways, and bridges, during the ensuing year. 

ARTICLE 4. To choose all necessary town officers for the 


ensuing year, except Collector of Taxes. 


ArtTIcLE 5. ‘To see how the town will vote on the follow- 


Ing question : — 


“Shall licenses be eranted for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in this town?” The check-list shall be used, and the 
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vote shall be by separate ballot, and ballots shall be “ Yes” 
or “ No” in answer to the question. 


ARTICLE 6. To determine the manner of collecting the 
taxes for the ensuing year, and choose a Collector of Taxes. 


ArtTIcLE 7. To see if the town will approve of the list of 
jurors as prepared by the Selectmen and posted as required 
by law. | 

ARTICLE 8. Tosee what compensation the town will allow 
the engineers and members of the Fire Department for their 
services the ensuing year, and appropriate money there- 
for. 

ArtTICLE 9. To see if the town will appoint, or instruct 
the Selectmen to appoint, special police-officers to enforce all 
laws bearing upon the sale of intoxicating liquors, and appro- 
priate money therefor. 

ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will accept the town-way 
as laid out by the Selectmen, it being a continuation of Dia- 
mond street, and appropriate money to build the same. 


ARTICLE 11. “To see if the town will remit the bill of 
$25.00 presented the Walpole Cornet Band for use of lower 
Town Hall.” On petition of Elmer §. Spear and others. 


ArticLE 12. “To see if the town will grant the Walpole 
Cornet Band the use of lower Town Hall two nights a week, 
also the use of the upper Town Hall two nights for the en- 
suing year.” On petition of Elmer 8. Spear and others. 


ARTICLE 13. To see what action the town will take in 
relation to a claim for $20.00 against the Walpole Base- 
Ball Club for use of Town Hall. 


ARTICLE 14. “To see if the town will instruct the Assess- 
ors to cause to be printed for distribution in the town the 
valuation and tax on the polls and estates in the town of 
Walpole for the year 1887, and appropriate money there- 
for.” On petition of Hon. F. W. Bird and others. 
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ArTICLE 15. To see what action the town will take in 
relation to street lamps or lighting the same; and appro- 
priate money therefor. 


» ArticLeE 16. To make appropriations of such sums of 
money as may be necessary to defray the expenses of the 
town, not otherwise provided for, the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 17. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray the expenses of the town the ensuing 
year. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the town will vote to fix the time 
within which taxes assessed therein shall be paid. To see if 
the town will allow a discount on taxes paid on or before 
that date, and what interest shall be charged on any taxes 
remaining unpaid at that date. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Collector, in collecting taxes, to use all means which the 
Treasurer may use when appointed Collector. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes of the next ensuing year, and 
to issue notes of the town therefor; and the debts incurred 
under the authority of this vote are hereby made payable 
from said taxes. 


ArticLe 21. To hear and act upon the report of any 
committee, and to choose any committee the town may think 
proper. 


ARTICLE 22, To determine the manner of warning future 
town meetings. 

And you are directed to serve this warrant, by posting 
attested copies thereof, one at each of the post-offices, and 
in not less than ten other public places in said town, seven 
days, at least, before the time set for said meeting. 
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Hereof fail not, and make due return of this warrant, with 
your doings thereon, to the Town Clerk, at the time and 
place of meeting as aforesaid.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To the Citizens of Walpole: — 


The fatal illness of the late Chairman of the School Com- 
mittee, to whom had been entrusted the writing of the annual 
report, rendered it necessary at a late date to confide its prep- 
aration to another’s hand. Be it said, however, that the 
business of the year was thoroughly discussed in the last 
meeting which Dr. Stone attended, the estimates for the new 
year were then practically agreed upon, and at a later day 
the report of the Superintendent was read to him, and re- 
ceived his approval. 

We are able, therefore, to present a unanimous. report, 
though the name of one of our number will be sadly missed 
from the signatures by the many who enjoyed his friendship, 
and relied upon his conservative judgment. 

The past year has been one of quiet growth in our schools, 
marked by a distinct improvement in methods and _ re- 
sults. While we do not claim that our ideal has been 
reached, but fully recognize that much remains to be done in 
making our schools what we hope one day to see them, we 
do feel that they are on the right track, and need only time 
and continued good management to make them thoroughly 
efficient. The wisdom -of securing trained supervision, so 
constantly urged by educational authorities, has been clearly 
proved by our experience, and we feel that its success marks 
it as the correct policy for this town. 

In the spring we were compelled, reluctantly, to relinquish 
the services of Mr. Bates as Superintendent, because of our 
inability to meet the inducements held out to him by the 
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town of Easton. He continued, however, to perform some 
of the duties of the office until June, while we were matur- 
ing plans to secure his successor. During the summer an 
agreement was entered into with Sharon, under which we 
were able to employ a resident Superintendent, two days of 
whose time is given to that town. Mr. George H. Danforth 
was elected to this position, and entered upon his duties in 
September. He comes to us the successful principal of a 
schogl of five hundred pupils, a man of practical systematic 
business qualities, who has made a careful study of child-life 
and the best methods of teaching; and we feel that his 
thorough training has made him an efficient member of his 
profession. The work so well begun by Mr. Bates has been 
carried forward by him with very satisfactory results. He 
has been untiring in his enthusiasm, devotion, and energy. 
Through his influence teachers have been stimulated to 
greater zeal and still more active efforts. 

The employment of an assistant in the High School made 
it possible to add another year to the course of study; no 
class, therefore, was graduated in June, —those who were can- 
didates for graduation under the three years’ course remain- 
ing to take the additional work of the fourth year. This 
marks a distinct increase in the facilities for an education 
now offered by our schools, and places us ona level, in point 
of years, with that class of towns which offer the advantages 
of twelve years’ study to all children within the limits. 

In the South District the decreasing number of pupils has 
made it expedient to discontinue the primary room as a sepa- 
rate department, and all pupils in that district are now in 
charge of a single teacher. 

The North school-house has been painted, a new pump 
placed in position, and the fence there put in fair order. 

At the East School it was found possible to repair the fence 
to good advantage, and a portion of the appropriation recom- 
mended for a new fence there has been left undrawn. The 
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cellar-walls at this school need some pointing, and the grounds 
some grading, to place the basement in proper condition. 

It will be wise to give the Center school-house a single 
coat of paint, and in estimating the amount needed for re- 
pairs of school-houses we have included the cost of the same. 

During the spring term the purchase of supplies was very 
light, Mr. Bates being unable to devote the needed time to 
equip the schools with many needed appliances. Since Sep- 
tember the present Superintendent has been carefully putting 
all school property into good condition, and acquainting 
himself with the needs of the schools. At the close of the 
year it seemed to us wise to expend as much of the money 
already appropriated as was necessary to give us a full supply 
of the maps, books, etc., etc., which would be required in 
the near future. By pursuing this course we begin the pres- 
ent year with an adequate stock, and are able to reduce, in a 
marked degree, the sum asked for incidentals and supplies. 
We are glad to call your attention to # considerable unex- 
pended balance in each item of the appropriation. Your 
eareful attention is invited to the report of the Superintend- 
ent of Schools, herewith transmitted.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the School Committee of Walpole: — 


The following report of your Superintendent of Schools is

SCHOOL ORGANIZATION. 


Our system contemplates a twelve years’ course, divided 
equally between the Primary, Grammar, and High-School 
departments. The work is assigned as foliows: All High- 
School pupils, four classes, to a principal and one assistant ; 
Centre Grammar, t@ two teachers, two classes each; Centre 
Primary, to three teachers, one of whom has charge of first- 
year pupils, another of second-year pupils, and the third of 
pupils of the third and fourth years; North Grammar, North 
Primary, East Grammar, East Primary, South (mixed), and 
West (mixed), each to one teacher. In the Centre an in- 
crease of pupils in the third and fourth-year classes may 
necessitate a division of the work between two teachers. At 
the North the comparative size of the two rooms has made it 
expedient to place the highest Primary class in the Grammar 
room, without, of course, changing the character of its work, 
and a similar change seems likely to prove necessary in the 
Kast. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


The Centre school building is admirable in its arrange- 
ment and condition. The premises show commendable care 
by pupils, teachers, and janitor. The four outlying school- 
houses, while less complete than this, and bearing the marks 
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of longer usage, are yet comfortable and adequate to the 
needs of their districts. It is more difficult to inspire pupils 
to treat with proper respect and care buildings and furniture 
already somewhat defaced; but I detect few traces of wilful 


vandalism, and I think teachers and pupils should be credited 
with praiseworthy care in their use of town property. 


EQUIPMENT. 


In accordance with the law all school materials are now_ 
provided at the expense of the town. Since September all 
wall-maps have been putin good repair, broken sets supplied 
with missing maps from the stock on hand, if. possible, and 
the small deficiency caused by the retirement of maps worn 
out, or destroyed in the burning of the Centre school, met 
by the purchase of new stock. Where such | purchases have 
been made, the new maps have been well mounted on rollers 
and attached to frames, thus being made accessible and 
guarded from unnecessary handling, of which the older stock 
bears many marks. 

Text-books supplied to pupils have been provided with 
labels which show to whom loaned, when, and in what con- 
dition. The necessity of any marking of the books them- 
selves is thus avoided, and it is made possible to hold each 
pupil to a strict accountability for any misuse of the books 
intrusted to his care. All books, which, besides the above, 
includes sets of supplementary readers, histories, geographies, 
etc., are stamped with the town stamp for identification. A 
strict account is kept between teachers and superintendent, 
and between teachers and pupils. An earnest effort is made 
to set a high standard in the care of all this property, to the 
end that money expended may give us the greatest possible 
return. 

We have on hand all the text-books that will be required 
below the High School before September next. With read- 
ing material we are well equipped for some time to come. 
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Supplementary books on geography and history have been 
purchased to a limited extent, and I hope fora good return 
from the money thus invested, in an increased interest and 
efficiency in those branches of study. 


STANDARD OF WORK. 


There is still a great difference in the work and attainments 
of classes of nominally the same grade in different schools. 
This arises in part from the absence of a fixed standard such 
as is usually embodied in a course of study, and the lack of a 
consistent policy of promotion from grade to grade. This 
can be remedied only by careful direction, extended over a 
considerable time. We have yet to learn by experiment how 
much and what ground we can cover in each year’s work. 
To assist in this, an outline of what is to be taught in arith- 
metic, showing the natural order of steps to be taken, has 
been put into the hands of each teacher. A similar but more 
general outline of the ground to be covered in the study of 
geography has been made. Classes beginning these subjects 
are taught in accordance with these outlines, and the upper 
classes are now engaged in adapting themselves to the work 
as thus mapped out. Consistent and uninterrupted effort in 
this direction will make it possible, in time, to clearly mark 
out the work to be done in each grade, and to fix a standard 
for promotion which shall be well understood. 


PROMOTION. 


Meantime the problem of promotion is a difficult one to 
handle, and nothing but the most painstaking effort of those 
who have the matter in charge, and the cordial codperation 
of parents can render the solution a satisfactory one. If we 
agree that the important question to be decided in each case 
is: Where can the child do the most profitable work for 
the next year? and decide that in accordance with our best 
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judgment, we shall do what is clearly our duty to each child 
and the schools. In this connection let me quote from my 
direction to teachers ;: — 


“If a child is not doing as good work as he is capable of 
performing, or if, while doing his best, his work is not good 
enough to justify his promotion at the end of the year, his 
parents have just grounds of complaint, if they are not noti- 
fied of the facts, and shown how they may cooperate with 
the teacher in securing better results. . . . Where the 
trouble is due to poor attendance, or to lack of effort by the 
child, urge that he be sent regularly ; that he be encouraged 
and stimulated at home to increased effort. If the child is 
honestly struggling with work which is beyond his compre- 
hension, convince the parent of that fact, and win his cordial 
assent to what is manifestly best for the child, —another year 
in the same grade.” 


There are in our schools to-day many pupils to promote 
whom, in September, would be a clear injustice to themselves 
and to the next higher grade, whose work they would of 
necessity retard. Where this condition is due to no fault of 
the child, but is the result of past absence (unavoidable), to 
poor health, or to too rapid promotion in former years, such 
retention in his present class would imply no disgrace, but 
~ would, on the contrary, give him a needed opportunity to do 
himself justice in his work. 


WRITTEN EXAMINATIONS. 


We have (and very wisely, I think) no system of daily 
marking in the Primary and Grammar grades; no attempt 
to record in per cents. the value of each recitation. The 
time and attention which such a system would involve are 
much better employed in other ways. The careful teacher 
will know the quality of his pupils’ work without it; the 
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marks of any other would be of questionable value. Per- 
haps the most satisfactory means of testing the work done, 
and the power acquired, is the written examination. The 
teacher should make such tests at frequent intervals without 
previous notice, thereby gaining a more intimate knowledge ~ 
of each pupil’s work, and cultivating in him the power of clear, 
orderly, and concise statement. The Superintendent’s tests 
will, in addition to this, tend to guide the work of teachers 
in right directions, to indicate the ends sought in all the 
teaching, and will.be of material assistance in establishing a 
uniformity of work. With this in view, grade-tests for all 
the schools were made in December, and others will follow in 
due season. All tests will be preserved for future reference, 
in a book kept for that purpose, at each school-building ; 
pupils’ papers will be put on file and their marks recorded. 
At the end of the year these marks, and the teacher’s knowl- 
edge of each child’s habits and powers, will give us valuable 
aid in making intelligent and just promotions. 


READING. 


Of all the work of our schools perhaps the most satisfac- 
tory results we can show are in this study. As a rule, the 
children of our Primary Schools read with good expression 
and a fair degree of fluency. Good teaching is the rule in 
this branch, and the results speak for themselves. A con- 
tinuation of our present methods, and a wise liberality in 
providing plenty of suitable reading matter, will soon place 
this subject in a satisfactory condition. 


WRITING. 


Our standard of writing is not a high one, especially in the 
upper grades. It has, however, shown improvement in the 
past six months, and a persistent effort is being made to get 
better results. To secure these we aim at removing radical 
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faults one by one; working for light lines until all ean make 
them, then for good size, correct slant, right proportions, ete. 
Some classes can even now lay claim to excellence, and I 
think we may reasonably hope for generally good results at 
no distant day. 


ARITHMETIC. 


Of this study I do not wish to speak at length at this time. 
The chief criticism upon Primary work is that, while fairly 
accurate, it is not rapid. Grammar pupils lack the power of 
clear reasoning and orderly arrangement. The importance 
of this study demands for it careful attention, and I think I 
can assure you that it will receive such. 


GEOGRAPHY AND HISTORY. 


The nature of these studies is such, that not only must the 
good teacher of each have a broad knowledge of his subject, 
hut he must have a clear idea of its essentials to prevent him 
from wasting much time on unimportant details. I have been 
able to give comparatively little attention to either as yet, but 
that little has been in the line of suggestions for topical study, 
based on a carefully prepared outline of the whole subject. 
Geographical work now commences in the fourth school-year, 
and continues through the Grammar grades. Historical read- 
ing (stories from history) begins in the lower Grammar 
classes, and the study of history is assigned to the last two 
years of the Grammar school. 

The amount we can hope to teach in these branches is 
small compared with the almost limitless subject-matter. 
But our work is well done if we fix the great facts in proper 
relation, and inspire our pupils with a love of the subjects 
which shall lead them to independent reading. To inspire 
such love, and teach pupils how to study for themselves, no 
one text-book is sufficient. In this belief we have made 
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limited purchases of supplementary histories and geographies, 
which ought to prove among the best of our investments. 


LANGUAGE. 


Under this head I would speak of the power to write sim- 
ple English in well-constructed sentences, with good spelling, 
and to clearly express in an orderly and concise manner 
thoughts within a child’s range. Perhaps in no respect are 
our results less satisfactory than in this. Uniform tests, 
given in all grammar, grades, where typical sentences con- 
taining common words and most common punctuation were 
read one by one to pupils and written by them from memory, 
disclose great weakness. The December history papers 
show a corresponding inability to write in a clear, orderly 
manner upon simple topics. There has been no systematic 
plan for teaching, each in its appropriate place, the common 
business and social forms which are required by pupils later 
in life: letters of friendship, of introduction, letters ordering 
goods, acknowledging gifts, and applying for a situation ; 
bills, orders, checks, receipts, notes, etc. 

To correct this an outline has been put into the hands of 
each teacher, assigning the teaching of each of these impor- 
tant documents to a definite place. Topical writing will be 
made more and more prominent. And the practical knowl- 
edge of proper forms, acquired by much practice and constant 
use, will be followed by a systematic study of technical 
grammar. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


Receiving as it has pupils of widely different attainments 
from all the Grammar schools, this school occupies a peculiar 
place in our system. Its pupils have been received from 
year to year without adequate tests to prove their fitness for 
the work of its four years. Its classes began their work 
under widely different conditions, and the course of study 
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pursued by each has, of necessity, been planned to fit its 
peculiar needs. Only when the preparatory schools reach a 
fixed standard of attainments, and admission to the High 
School depends on the ability to successfully finish the work 
of those schools, will it be possible to frame a course of study 
and live up to it, making it as wide in range as our teaching 
force will permit. It should be said to the credit of this 
school that its difficulties have not demoralized it. No 
visitor can fail to note the absence of confusion, listlessness, 
or active disorder which characterizes the indifferent, careless 
school. The rule in all the classes is good attention, anima- 
tion, interest. 

The present system by which the teacher attempts to as- 
sign a definite value in marks to each recitation should give 
place to something better. | With good teaching such marks 
are not needed as incentives for pupils, and they often pro- 
duce unhealthy results by supplying a wrong motive for 
study. To enable the teacher to form a good estimate of each 
pupil’s work frequent written examinations are much better 
means, and they have the further advantage of detracting 
in no way from a teacher’s efficiency in recitation. To keep 
parents informed of the progress of their children the marks 
obtained in these examinations and the means employed in 
the lower schools should suffice. I would suggest that as an 
experiment, at least, the High School follow the method 
marked out for the Grammar and Primary schools. 


-ATTENDANCE. 


Appended to this report will be found a tabulated state- 
ment of attendance, etc., for the year 1886. Ina scattered 
community considerable absence is inevitable, especially in 
lower grades, during the winter months. This is a misfor- 
tune; for irregufar attendance means serious loss to the ab- 
sentees, and impaired efficiency in the whole school. A 
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strenuous effort to prevent unnecessary absence is needed, 
and will, I trust, be made. The report of tardiness, which 
shows that for every child in daily attendance in the schools 
there were on the average more than four cases of tardiness, 
indicates that we are not doing all we should to inculcate 
habits of promptness, which are so essential in all the after- 
work of life. 


HOME AND SCHOOL. 


The interests of parents and teachers are identical so far as 
the schools are concerned. Both desire the highest efficiency in 
them, that the children may derive the greatest possible good. 
Everything which contributes to a cordial understanding be- 
tween the home and the school is a distinct benefit to those 
who are receiving their training in both. I have urged 
teachers to take every possible means to bring about such an 
understanding, to know and consult the parents of their. 
pupils. Parents can do much to further the same end by 
themselves visiting the schools as often as circumstances will 
permit. They will acquaint themselves with the practical 
working of our system by personal observation, will stimu- 
late pupils and encourage teachers by this manifestation of 
interest, and will prevent many of the troubles which arise 
from misunderstandings. Good schools depend upon the in- 
telligent sympathy of the community, as well as upon wise 
direction and thorough teaching.
